A DESTRUCTIVE EXPL OSTQN. 

A most destructive explosion occurred in 
the boiler-room of the Botanical Gar den tram- | 
way company’s electric power house ‘at 9:15 
p.m. on the 3rst ult., a large Babcock 
Willcox water tubular boiler exploding, kill- 
ing the engine driver and fireman, and badly 
wrecking the building.
